Robert 5, Vance, party 
chairman told the com- 
mittee that the mechanics 
which served the party well 
when Alabama was a one= 
party state ‘simply won’t 
work anymore,”’ 

One of the four major 
changes made in the party 
rules is a restructuring 
of the committee, giving 
it 111 members instead 
of the present 72, Of the 
111, 106 would be elected 
from the same districts

Week-end traffic round- 
up Jan, 30 through Feb, 
1, 1970, 

From 6;00 p.m, Friday 
through midnight Sunday, 
the Alabama Highway Pa- 
trol investigated 161 rural 
traffic accidents, In these 
accidents 64 persons were 
injured and 5 were killed. 
The fatalities occured in 
the following counties: two 
each in Lamar and Shelby, 
and | in Baldwin, These 
accidents bring the number 
of people killed inAlabama 
this year to 51 compared 
with 68 killed during the 
same period last year, This 
is a decrease of 17 fatal- 
ities. 

he eight county Dothan 
District troopers investi- 
gated 22 accidents with 12 
injuries and no fatalities, 
The traffic law violations 
causing these accidents 
were: 

Driving while intoxicate 
ed, speed, wrong side of 
road, reckless driving, in- 
proper passing, leaving the 
scene of accident, wet slick 
roads, deer in road, pedes- 
train in road, and inate 
tention, 

The Dothan District has 
5 rural traffic fatalities 
so far this year as com- 
pared with 4 at the same 
period last year, District 
wise it was up l, 

Coffee County Troopers 
investigated 3 accidents 
with no injuries and no 
fatalities. So far this year 
1 person has died in Cof- 
fee County traffic accidents 
compared with 1 at the 
same time last year, 

Col, Floyd Mann, State 
Director of Public Safety 
offers a few safety tips 
for driving: 

If you are driving be 
sportsmanlike and court- 
eous, Obey traffic regu- 
lations. Keep speed rea 
sonable, Start earlier and 
drive slower, Don't drive 
when you drink, Remem- 
ber, danger increases with 
darkness; at sundown re- 
duce speed so you’re with- 
in stopping range of your 
headlights, Stay in line, 
Don’t weave, Don’t pass un- 


less there’s plenty of room, 
and never pass on hills or 
curves, Allow sufficient 
stopping distance between 
you and the car ahead, Be 
extra alert at intersec- 
tions, Always signal your 
intention to turn or stop, 
If weather is bad, don’t 
drive unless you must; if 
you must, double your care.

The Dothan Social Se- 
curity Office has received 
the results of a recent 
study which reveal that 
many disabled persons lose 
benefits each month in the 
Wiregrass area because 
they wait too long to file 
disability claims, HarryN, 
Scott, District Manager of 
the Dothan Social Security 
Office, said such losses 
will probably continue to 
occur unless the general 
publimrns mobout 
social security disability 
requirements and learns 
when a claim should be 
filed, The sad thingis most 
of those who lost benefits 
really needed the money 
during this critical time. 

Scott pointed out that 
while no benefits may be

Now that public schools 
in the South face absolute 
chaos and probable ruin, 
the reckless Federal 
courts have moved on to 
new and more fertile 
ground private schools, 

The outrageous decision 
by three Federal judges 
in Washington, denying tax 
exemptions to many pri- 
vate schools in Mississ- 
ippi, was aclassic example 
of total judicial irrespon- 
sibility. 

All of the usual ingre- 
dients are present in the 
decision, It is aimed at 
the South, in violation of 
a law passed by Congress, 
completely removed from 
anything in the Constitu- 
tion, andasarbitrary asthe 
day is long, 

Section 501 (c) (3) of the 
Tax Code states that a 
nonprofit organization is 
exempt from federal taxes 
if it is organized and oper- 
ated exclusively for reli- 
gious, charitable, scienti- 
fic, literary, or educational 
purposes, 

Congress made it very 
clear in the Internal Re- 
venue Code that any insti- 
tution which meets these 
requirements should have 
tax exempt status and that 
contributions made to each 
institutions should be tax 
deductible. 

Since it becomes more 
and more evident that some 
Federal judges either can- 
not or will not read laws 
passed by Congress, which 
is the only branch of the 
Federal Government em- 
powered to make laws, I 
have introduced legislation 
which restates the law ex- 
actly as it is, so that may- 
be even the Federal courts 
will be able to understand, 

My bill, H, R, 15594, 
amends Sections 501 and 
170 of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954 to provide 
that tax exempt status un- 
der Section 501 shall not 
be denied to a private 
school on account of the 
admission practices, re- 
quirements for admis- 
sion, or composition of the 
student body or faculty of 
such a school, 

This merely assures fair 
and equitable treatment for 
the private schools of the 
South, If we cannot havé 
equitable treatment for 
private schools in the 
South, another purpose of 
the bill will be to achieve 
equality in private schools 
in the rest of the Nation, 

Therefore, H, R, 15594 
also states thatifa Federal 
court enters a final judge- 


- ment that denies tax-exe- 


, mpt status to private 
schools in Mississippi, 
Alabama, and other South- 
ern states, or denies tax- 
deductible status tocontri- 
butions made to these 
schools, then no private 
schools in the United States 
including religious schools 
will have a tax-exempt 
status, and contributionsto 
all private schools will be 
taxable, 

The action against Miss- 
issippi’s private schools 
proves once again that the

For your ‘information I do not intend to 
base my campaign on personalities, I shall deal 
only with the main issues as I see them. 

Some campaigns have been based on the 
following: (1) Good Schools (2) Good Churches 
(3) Against Sin (4) For Motherhood (5) Against 
Taxes and (6) “‘I’ll Pave YOUR Road,’”’ Every

Judge and the Commissioners would not be 
actively building nor maintaining Roads and 
Bridges. The Probate Judge and the Com- 
missioners acting as the Commissioners Court 
would act as POLICY making body and would set 
up all priorities concerning the building of new 
roads or bridges, It has been knownfor years that 
it was the most economical way of roadbuilding 
but no one has ever insisted that it be done this 
way. I so insist and will do everything that I can 
to see that this is done, Every piece of County 
equipment would have an assignment onthe County 
roads at all‘ times, The adoption of this system 
would save a minimum of $100,000.00 annually, By 
this I do not mean that it would be put in the bank 


but would enable us to get that much more work 
done, 


(2) Referendum concerning the 


Court Houses. 


I would recommend that a Referendum be called 
to let the voters of the County decide whether they

we now have, The two that we have are obsolete 
and any money that we Spend on them does not 
bring them up to standard, The Grand Jury in 
Elba has recommended this several times Over the 
past few years and so has the one in Enterprise, 
Lets do something about it now. : 


(3) Policy on Roads and Bridges. 


I would recommend that all wooden bridges in 
the County be eliminated and suitable structures 
replace them. This includes the bridges across 
Pea River. I recommend that we do this on a 
logical priority basis. Ibelieve that all of them can 
be replaced in a period of six years, 

I would recommend that all dirt roads be 
fixed and maintained so that anyone in the County 
can get to town or school with a minimum of 
difficulty in all types of weather. These roads 
should be maintained in this condition until they 
are paved, 

Roads should be paved on a priority basis, 
We should pave asmany miles each year as money 
will aliow. However, the first roads paved should 
be those that serve the most people and not the 
most politics, In this campaign I will not promise 
that I will pave any individual’s road but will only 
promise that I will befor paving them on a priority 
basis. Let us face it every road in the County is 
not going to be this next week nor next year, We 
will have to stand in line and that is the only 
realistic way of looking at it, We should adopt a 
four year program of paving and anyone asking 
about a particular road should be able to look at 
a map in the Commissioners Court Office or in 
the County Engineers Office and see when his 
time comes up. This is the logical approach,

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FOOD COSTS OUTLOOK 

Rapidly rising food 
prices have been sending 
homemakers home from 
their shopping sighing 
more often than not, 

But there’s some hope 
for relief seen in the pro- 
duction and consumption 
forecast through the mid 
1970's 

Food prices were up about 
five per cent in 1969 over 
the 1968 levels, but for 
1970, the price increase 
is expected to be only about 
three per cent over the 
entire year, 

What’s the reason for 
the slow down? Mostly it’s 
the slackening in demand 
for food as well as larger 
supplies, Consumers spent 
a smaller thannormal per- 
centage of their income 
gains for food during 1969, 
Retail food sales during 
the year were up four to 
four ard one-half per cent 
with most of the sale gains 
due to higher prices rather 
than increased sales, 

On a commodity basis, 
there will be little change 
in beef and pork prices 
from now until spring, 
Wholesale prices of coffee 
have been going up and 
boost in retail prices are 
expected soon, 

Prices of dairy products, 
cereals, bakery products, 
sugars and sweets will con- 
tinue their slow, upward 
trend, 

It’s only in the larger 
supplies of fresh fruits, 
potatoes, chickens and pro- 
cessed fruits and vege- 
tables that steady or lower 
prices are forecast, 


FROZEN MEATS 

The careful homemaker 
always re-wraps meat pur- 
chased at the grocery 
store. 

Store wrapping, es- 
ecially the cardboard 
tray, absorbs meat juices 
and causes the meat to dry 
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out, To remedy this, re- 
wrap meat in a moisture- 
vapor proof freezer mater- 
ial and secure with freezer 
tape. And aways wash 
chicken before it’s wrapped 
for freezing. 

If plastic freezer bags 
are being used without a 
cover box, use two bags 
so that the inner one 1s 
protected, 

I’d like to caution home- 
makers to use freezer foil 
and not the lightweight bak- 
ing foil for wrapping. 

After the meat is care- 
fully wrapped, store it at 
zero degrees fehrenheit for 
quick freezing, This helps 
keep the meat juicy, 


CHILDREN 

Why do children misbe- 
have? The answer is 
usually quite simple, In 
most instances, they mis 
behave because they are 
normal, healthy and spon- 
taneous, 
with a conscience, good 
manners or an adult’s rea- 
soning ability, These are 
learned, in a slow, ,pain- 
ful process. As a child 
struggles to learn the ways

More than 50 percent 
of the income of the opera- 
tor must be from the farm 
in the form of production 
if crops sold orfrom crops 
produced and consumed at 
home, There are special 
provisions for low-income 
farmers, 

For peanuts, a producer 
must have produced, har- 
vested, and marketed pea- 
nuts as a sharecropper,
